ports m ount up. 
B ut ju st now there 
is a disposition to view the situation 
w ith certain satisfaction. 
T here has been a grow ing realiz­ 
ation lately th a t the American ex­ 
port trade w as getting dangerously 
large, for two reasons. 
It w as taking out of the country 
a trem endous volume of commodities, 
largely foodstuffs, leather, wool, cot­ 
ton and clothing, and 
was 
raising 
A m erican prices in proportion as It 
w as depleting the domestic supply. 
T his has been one of the main causes 
of high prices in this country. 
At tho same time the big excess 
of exports over imports w as piling 
up a "favorable balance of tra d e” so 
huge th at international exchange was 
becoming unsettled, 
and 
financiers 
began to feel nervous. 
It has been 
held questionable w hether the U nit­ 
ed States could afford to sell any 
m ore goods abroad 
on 
credit, and 
w hether the debts adready owed us 
for exports were safe. 
The "favor- J 
able balance” seemed to be becoming 
"unfavorable” from its very excess, j 
The present increase 
of 
imports J 
and decrease 
of 
exports helps to 
rem edy these two evils. 
As goods 
stop moving to Europe in such great 


Englishmen in England, and, although 
our independence was followed by the 
establishment of a republic instead of 
a kingdom in America, the difference 
between the two governm ents is in 
the form ra th er than in the substance. 
George V. has not so much power 
in the government of the British em ­ 
pire as President W ilson bas in the 
governing’ 
of ‘he United States. The 
king has an abstract right to veto an 
act of Parliam ent, but such a right 
has not been exercised for more than 
a century, and an attem pt to enforce 
it 
now 
might 
shake

The king cannot 
pardon a 
criminal, or appoint a civil or military 
officer, except through the proper de­ 
partment. A m em ber of the House of 
Lords has no such potential voice in 
passing Acts of Parliament, as has 
an American Senator in passing Acts 
of Congress, and our public men seem 
to he about as eager to be called 
Senator, or Governor, or Judge as has 
an Englishm an 
to be called 
“ Your 
Lordship.” 
Our methods of legislation, our laws 
and our system s of jurisprudence are 
substantially the same, and a subject 
of Great Britain has tile sam e rights 
in his country that we have In our 
country.

The tight against the walnut aphis* 
is of deep interest to walnut growers 
of Orange county. 
Something of tin 
situation and of file work that lias hem 
done in the tight .ire outlined by Ibm, rf 
W. Hodgson of the state experimeuta 
station, as follows: 
Among the most* 
notable

melds in the field of economic entomol 
ogy in recent years must be counted 
the new dust sprucing method for eon 
trolling the ravages of 
the 
walmr 
aphis, as worked out 
by 
Professoi 
Ralph K. Smith of the state college o! 
agriculture, 
rile results of the pres 
eat season s work have ( leatty indicat 
cd that with the new method it is nov 
poss!hie to effectively 
control 
thi; 
pest and at less than half the cost with 
the old method 
of 
liquid 
spraying 
Moreover, the dust spraying metnou 
developed for combating 
the 
aphis 
promises to lend itself very readily to 
the control of similar pests of other 
orchard trees and therefore apparent­ 
ly m arks a new era in orchard pest 
control In California. 
While the aphis lias always berm o 
pest of walnuts in this state, until 
comparatively 
recent 
years 
it 
was 
deemed of little importance. 
Nor was 
an* other pest, for that matter, with 
the exception of blight considered Of 
sufficient importance to arouse any 
anxiety. 
In far* the grop in g of wa! 
nuts, provided the trees w e t-* located 
on good soil, was considered as attend 
cd by less risk and expense 
ban al­ 
most any other I ranch of horticultural 
effort. 
Although still reeo tim ed a 
comparatively free from s* cions -pests 
and diseases, there tire many who row 
realize that H rs attit ole of false se 
carity has worked 
erious injury tr 
the walnut industry in general. 
Fin 
to it must he attributed the general 
I lack of care and attention given Hie 
O rchards and particularly interest in 
combating injurious pesis which have 
I existed in many sections until within 
tile last year or two. 
Systematic Campaigns 
It has taken the advent of a new 
walnut pest in the form of a strain ot 
codlin moth entirely 
distinguishable 
from the ordinary pest of apnles am, 
pears, but which has developed a t a s te 
for walnuts, to bring home to growers 
in general tho realization that the in­ 
dustry has now reached 
the 
stage 
when its existence 
as 
a 
profitable 
branch of horticultural effort depends 
.upon systematic campaigns for con- 
]trol or eradication against not only 
(the new menace but all the old and 
less serious ones as wen. 
And in this 
renew-* I interest in walnut pest con 
trol lighting the aphis naturally as­ 
sumes att im portant place. 
Another contributing reason for re 
newer! interest In aphis control is the 
feeling on the part of growers that of 
rem ut years aphis infestation has been 
much more general and serious than it 
tired to be. 
Many of the older grow­ 
ers are certain th at eight or ten years 
ago there was much less aphis 
than 
there is at Hit present time. Then. too. 
growers are beginning to realize that 
any considerable 
amount 
of 
aphis 
I working on the trees at the time they 
are carrying the developing nuts, and 
I particularly 
if 
especially 
abundant 
i must result In n material injury to the 
trees, not only In a general enervating 
effect but probably also in a reduction 
in size and weight of the nuts 
To be 
sure, there are still some who insist 
that Hie aphis does little injury oilier 
!than the top-burn which follows the 
production of large amounts of honey­ 
dew. but a rapidly increasing number 
of the more progress've growers and 
experts are of the opinion t hat large 
annual losses result from the work of 
aphis. 
While on account of the many 
factors involved It will be extremely 
difficult to actually determ ine the loss 
per acre, such experts as Professor 
Smith probably the best informed wal­ 
nut investigator in the 
state, 
and 
(’arlylp Thorpe, m anager of the Wal­ 
nut Growers’ Association, and one of 
the largest growers, feel that a safe 
estimate of the reduction in crop per 
acre occasioned by an average in testa. 
; Hon is from 73 to IOO pounds of nuts. 
Price Represents Loss 
At present prices this would repre­ 
sent a loss of in th'* neighborhood of $13 
per acre. And not only do they believe 
; the crop to lie reduced in weight, but 
that a severe aphis infestation ma­ 
terially weakens the trees, preventing 
i them from entering the next season in 
a s vigorous and thrifty condition as 
desirable. 
There is also a feeling that 
not only does aphis infestation result 
in 
general devitalization and reduc­ 
tion in weight in the nuts, but also in­ 
creases Hie per cent of perforation and 
number of “blanks.’’ 
Mr. Thorpe in a 
recent talk on tho subject candidly 
stated that in bis opinion aphis an­ 
nually causes a loss of half a million 
dollars to California walnut growers. 
He even went farther and prophesied 
that within but a few years growers 
everywhere would count aphis control 
I m easures just as important as irrriga- 
( tion or any oth er cultural operation. 
The Old Method 
In the past, w here control m easures 
I for the walnut aphis have been 
at- 
j ’erupted, th e univ method available 
has heen liquid spraying with nico­ 
tin e sulphur 
of 
approximately the 
same strength as that used for sprav- 
!ng citm s and oilier crops for this 
pest. 
While if properly applied, the 
results obtained were entirely satis­ 
factory. Ute per eent of kill being very 
high. there are a num ber of serious 
draw backs to this method. In the first 
place the cost is almost prohibitive, 
averaging approxim ately 30 cents per 
tree. 
And not only is Hie cost high. 
hut it is impossible to get over an or­ 
chard quickly without the use of a 
num ber of snrav rigs working at the 
some time. 
From five to t«n acres de. 
e n d i n g on the size of the trees, is 
about all that a spray r ' " «***4 *wn men 
"an cover in a day’s work. Minor drew- 
backs are the difficulties in covering 
such large trees as old walnut trees 
and ♦’ie rather disagreeable natu re of 
the 
-ork, 
On account of these two 
la tte ,. In some sections it lins been 
almost impossible to get commercial 
sprayers to spray walnut trees for 
aphis. 
The New Method 
The new method involves the use of 
a dry dusting mixture blown onto the 
i trees by means of a powder duster. 
iT iie standard machine used 
at 
the 


present time is the dust sprayer run 
bv a three-horse gasoline engine. The 
lu ste r itself ie simply a centrifugal 
lir-blower Which Is so geared up that 
when properly adjusted it delivers a 
cloud of dust which completely en 
velops the tree so that every leaf Is 
covered. 
The outfit is usually set up on a 
ded or low lying wagon bed pulled 
dther by a team or tractor, and the 
jet is directed from underneath the 
•arriage, being kept constantly mov 
lug. both sides of the ro w being dust 
ed. 
Two men only are required, one 
‘o drive and the oilier to handle the 
nozzle. 
From 2d to til acres a day 
•an be dusted by one outfit, depending 
upon the size of the trees and the 
way’ in which the rig is set up. 
The material used at the present 
time consists of 74 tier cent kaolin 
24 per cent hydrated lime and 2 per 
cent nicotine sulphate. 
The latter is 
(he killing agent, the other ingredients 
serving as carriers. 
For several years 
past Prolessor Smith has

The kill is effected largely by the 
fumes and is very rapid, as within a 
few minutes aft*•. 
dust’ng clouds of 
dead aphis may I e seen falling from 
the trees. 
The zone of effective kill 
ing is comparatively large as for two 
or three rows beyond the dusted area 
the trees will be found to be compar 
atively free front alibis. 
In short, the n tv method has at one 
stroke cut the cost more than half and 
made it possible to get over the or 
chard from five to six tim es as fast In 
fact. it has made it possible to profit 
ably fight the aphis. 
If the loss per 
acre is $13 and the cost of dusting $4 
one can readily see that it will pay 
to du-t. 
The new method also gives 
premise for successful control of the 
new codlin moth worm 
for which it 
is now being used in infested areas, 
dry powdered lend arsen ate being add 
ed to the aphis dusting compound 
It should be pointed out in cornice 
Hon with a discussion of aphis control 
that it is futile for a grow er to dust 
or spray his orchard when he is sur- 
roupried on all sides bv un treated and 
infested orchards. 
W ithin a few’ days 
his Infestation will be about back to 
where it was from the wind having 
blown them in from neighboring o r­ 
chards. 
Apbi> 
control 
is,

speaking, a community problem. With 
Hie new method it seem s possible to 
quickly and effectively cover a large 
enough acreage to make one applies 
Hon sufficient. Tins is apparently what 
has occurred this past season in Santa 
•Barbara county, it being r eported that 
practically every orchard in the county 
was dusted.

There was recently published by the Financial and Insurance News a purported summary of a 
decision by Judge Lewis R. Works, of Los Angeles, which it was said "knocks out the Torrens Law,” 
Unsigned advertisements and copies of this decision mailed in unmarked envelopes have been wide­ 
ly distributed through the county. 
I desired to know the true value and facts of this much distorted 
and misquoted decision and took the pains to examine the record of it myself, so that from my own 
inspection I might be able to see just what the decision was based upon and what the Judge did 
decide. 
I was amazed to find that no written opinion was ever entered in the case. 
However. I 
was determined to go to the bottom of the matte! for I could not believe that a Judge of the 
standing and ability of Lewis R. Works would attempt to hold the Torrens Land Act invalid after 
the decision of the Supreme Court of this State in the case of Robinson vs. Kerrigan, reported in the 
151 st California Reports, at page 40, which was decided by the entire Supreme Court, had held ty;*t 
the Act was constitutional and valid. 
I, therefore, wrote a letter to Judge Works on August 23rd. 
I919, and am today in receipt of a reply in his own hand writing and signed by him, in which he 
enclosed his statement published in the Los Angeles Express of August 26th, 19!9, in which he 
says that the decision does not invalidate or anrul the Torrens Land Act. This statement was pub­ 
lished in the Fullerton Tribune on August 28th, IQI9, and in the Santa Ana Register on August 
27th, 19I9. 
Judge Works stated to me in his letter that several days ago he asked the Financial 
and Insurance News to correct its statement, hut as yet I have not been able to find where it has had 
the fairness to the Judge to dq so.
